Mr. Hammond, of Georgia, said that if was 
periectly immaterial how the election in Ohio 
bed been eonducted, or how it had ended, the 
sole question was whether, by the paragraphs 
complained of, the gentleman from Ohio had 
committed a breach of the rulesof the house. 
He (Hammond) thought that the gentleman’s 
remarks to-day were a virtual admission that 
this was so, and he would vote to expunge from 
the Record the objectionable article. 

Mr. Warner, in arising to close the debate, 
said that the action of Taylor in printing such 
a speech wasunprecedented. Ife did not wish 
to go into a discussion of the Ohio 
election, buthe would say that never had a 
campaign been carried on anywhere wiere 
methods so corrupt, forbidden and abhorrent 
were resorted to, as were resorted to by his 
colleagues, his confederates and his paid stat!

Mr. Taylor demanded that ‘these words be 
taken down, snd they were read from the 
clerk’s desk. 

Mr. Warner—“‘I withdraw the remarks, 
which I can plainly see to be unparliamen- 
lary, but I say this, that I do not think a 
campaign was ever carried on, anywhere,- in 
which methods more corrupt, forbidden and 
abhorrent were resorted to, to achieve political 
ends, than were resorted to in the 17th 
district of Ohio during the last campaign, on 
the part of the republican party. (Applause 
on democratic side), Mr. Warner was per- 
mitted to proceed in order,and he continued 
with a vindication of the committee of which 
he ischairman. He ridiculed the assumption 
made inthe speech complained of, that Tay- 
lor was the special representative ofthe sol- 
ciers of the country. Had the gentleman 
represented them on the field during the war? 
(Applause democratic side). He knew 
something of the gentleman’s record during 
the war. He knew that when the war was 
well nigh over, when all the great battles were 
fought, the gentleman had enlisted in the 
home guard cf Ohio. One of the conditions 
under which the regiment existed was that it 
should not be required to go out of the state. 
(Laughter.) The gentleman represented the 
union soldiers on the floor ofthe house indeed 
self appointed. Probably they would natur-

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LACKING IN LEADERS. 


THE PITIFUL CONDITION OF THE 
REPUBLICANS IN THE HOUSE. 
Sketches of Bome of the Men Whom They Rely on 
to Lead Their Parliamentary Battles—The 
Lemocratsy too Strong for Their Oppose 
nents—Reed, Keifer and O:hera. 
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Wasuineren, December 12.--[Special.J—In 
the present house of representatives the dem- 
ocrats enjoy a preponderance of ability almost 
as decided as their numerical superiority. 
They over-matched the republicans in the 
last but now their advantage is far 
more evident. Kasson, of Iowa, the ablest of 
the leaders ofthe minority, has gone to the 
German court. Calkins, of Indiana, who made 
up in dash and personal popularity all that he 
lacked of being a powerful debater, and who 
was, withal, aringing andready speaker, is 
cut of a job in Indiana waiting to see 
his successful competitor for the governorship 
Inaugurated. ‘Pig Iron” Kelley is too weak 
for active service. At last his raw-boned,

sinewy frame is beginning to succumb and_ 


the ‘‘father of the house’”’ is a feeble old man. 
‘These were three of the very best men the re- 
publicans had last session. Each differing in 
a marked degree from the other and each con- 
trojling better than any one else a certain 
element of his party representatives, per- 
haps the loss of no other three men 
would have so crippled the minority. If 
among those who are lef; the leader is to be 
chosen the choice is diflicult. Probably Reed, 
of Maine, comes nearest to the mark. He is 
an excellent parliamentary skirmisher, Reed’s 
reputation has been made by five minute 
speeches. They have been, generally, sting- 
ing personal attacks, hurled at his opponent 
with a decided New England accent, and em- 
hasized by the shaking of his fattish, baby 
read. Reed knows “his capacity 
and never ventures into the deep 
waters of debate. It is his delight to prod and 
tease a weighty opponent when in the midst 
ofa profound argument, but he never attempts 
to reply to him. Sunset Cox claims the priv- 
ilege of attending to Reed and is about the 
Only man inthe house who can effectually 
shut himup. I have heard them often match 
their wits and only once did Cox fail to come 
out first best. The exception occurred on the 
Sunday night just before the closeof the last 
session ina little bout over the naval bill, 
when the gawky Maine champion had 
the laugh on the trim and nimble New York- 
er, I have always thought that Cox’s piety 
prevented him from doing his best that Sun- 
day night. Reed is endeavoring to become 
the acknowledged leader of his side of the 
house with a view to promotion to the senate. 
He ison bad terms with both the senators 
from his state and in addition to his ordinary 
gratification, would takean especial delight 
in defeating either of them. 
GENERAL KFIFER, 
the man with the thickest skin ever found on 
2 human frame, has assumed a sort of leader- 
since a kind Providence de- 
posed him from the speaker’s 
chair. His allies don’t like him and he knows 
it. A little thing like that never even irri- 
tates the impenetrable tegument. Whenever 
a prominent democrat makes any announce- 
ment thatcan be considered a declaration of 
the intent or policy of his side of the house, 
Keifer is on his feet in an instant to say what 
“we” are going to do. He illustrates the 
power of stolid persistency, holds on stub- 
bornly to whatever he undertakes, and has 
what George Townsend once aptly attributed 
to him “a kind of dragoon courage.”’ 
FRANK HISCOCK, OP NEW YORK, 
is a brainier man than either Reed or Keiter, 
a man of higher style in every way. He ought 
to be the admitted leader of the republicans in 
the house, but he is not for two reasons. One 
is that his party loyalty gave way in 15/72, 
and has been under@uspicion ever since. The 
other reason is because he is too lazy. 

Horr, of Michigan, is conspicuous, but 1s 
not acommanding figure in any sense. His 
first-eflort on entering congress was to take 
rank among its wits. Since that few subjects 
of congressional consideration have  es- 
caped the - pitiless assaults of Mr. Horr’s 
wit. Itis ponderous, like his body, always, 
and often it falls to the level of coarse mim- 
icry. Mr. Horr is not a leader, 

William Walter Phelps, -since Mr. Kasson 
left, bares the palm for literary culture. Ile 
polishes his periods and burnishes his rheto- 
ric and spoils both by a weak and apparently 
affected delivery, while his appearance is de- 
cidedly dissimilar to the popular idea of the 
orator. 

Governor Long, of Massachusetts, 
his speeches with great care and they are 
ways good. He commands excellent atten- 
tion on both sides, and invariably speaks from 
manuscript. He is one of the best, if not the 
very best, debaters among the republicans, 
but has not one other qualification for lead- 
ership. He sits likea lamb until it comes 
his time to play the lion, and then he plays 
the part of a nice, well-raised lion, who 
wouldn’t break through the conventionalitics 
ot stately discussion to seize and crush his 
most hated foe. 

General Browne, of Indiana, is snappish 
and dogmatic. Ranney, of Massachusetts, 1s 
put forward to argue legal propositions, and 
does it admirably, except when he meets an 
opponent like Mr. Turner, of Georgia, who, in 
the Wallace-MeK inley case last session, liter- 
ally swept him off the floor. These are about 
the only men with any pretensions to the 
places of honor in a 

MEAGRE AND WERAK MINORITY. 
The array is not formidabie. It is poorly 
matched against the dozen best men on the 
other side, and is far below the stature of the 
republican leaders in the last house.

They show disbursements as follows: For 
special deputy marshals, $14,105; for priating, 
$183; for badges, $198 and for livery, 576: total 
$14,562. The expenditures for the special 
deputy marshals ere duly wat tages by Judge 
Sage, of the district court. The accounts for 
printing, badges and livery, constituted what 
are designated the “extraordinary expenses, 
are subject to egg * peg of the president, 
and can only be paid with his consent. The 
amount of advances to Marshal Wright on his 
requisition to meet the estimated expenses 
was $18,322, leaving a balance due the United

An Effort to. Show that Secretary Linaceln 
was Aware of the Crookedness, 

Wssutnaton, -December 12.—When the 
Swain court martial convened this morning, 
Robert T. Lincoln, secretary of war, appeared 
as a Witnesscalled by the prosecution. His 
direct examination was confined.simply to the 
inguiry whether he had received any report 
or communication from General Swaim prior 
to the 18th of April.

DROWNEDIN THE RIVER. 
Twenty-tive Colered Oystermen Swamped 
by the Waters. 

BALTIMORE, December 12,.—-The 
the steamer Mason L. Weems, which arrived 
this morning from the Rappahannock river, 
Virginia, report a fearful loss of life among the 
colored oystermen on that river, in the storm 
of Tuesday last. About twenty-five colored 
men were out in their boats, tonging for oys- 
ters, when the storm arose. The gale capsized 
almost all of them, and those which 
escaped were unable to reach the shore in 
safety. The men were thrown into the rough 
water and were unable to swim to the shore. 
Many of them clung to the boats for a time, 
but were finally washed away and drowned. 
Very few of them escaped. Eleven bodies 
have been recovered already, and as many 
more are said to be missing. It is scarcely 
possible that any of these latter have escaped 
death. 

Battrworr, December 12.—Additional intel- 
ligence from the Rappahannock is to the ef- 
fect that fifteen canoes started from the Lan- 
caster side above Urbana, to go toa schooner 
on the Middlesex side, to sell their oysters, 
when the storm struck them. There were 
three or four white men, and the whole num- 
ber drowned was 27.

THE SENSATIONAL HANGING IN 
JOHNSON COUNTY. :

Warren Price Pays the Penalty for the Murder of His 
#on-in-law~ The Story of the Cause and Crime 
—Jhe Last Words of the Hoary-Headed 
Murderer—An Affecting Scone. 
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Trennitie, Ga., December 12.—[Special.]— 
This afternoon at three o’clock, Warren Price 
was executed in Wrightsville, in the presence 
of several thousand people, white and black, 
who commenced early in the morning assem- 
bling from many miles around, coming on 
horseback,and every conceivable conveyance. 
In the large multitude were many women and 
children, who patiently waited several hours 
in a hard rain for the appointed hour of exe-. 
cution. 

THE TRIP TO WRIGHTSVILLE. 

Warren Price had been confined in Sanders- 
ville jail for safe keeping. Yesterday _after- 
noon Sheriff Burns, ot Johnsen county, with 
eleven guards armed with shot guns, left 
Wrightsville for Sandersville to obtain Price, 
as it was feared’ that an attempted release 


would be made of Price, such plan having 
been concerted by the prisoner’s friends when 
he was sentenced to be hanged last month,be- 
fore the governor respited him. 

Sheriffs Burns, guard and Price reached 
Wrightsville to-day at noon, having encoun- 
tered. no opposition en route. Price came 
peaceably and calmly. He conversed with 
the sheriff the entire way from Sandersville, 
with whom he rode in a buggy. 

PRICE’S LAST NIGHT. 

Last night Price slept well in the Sanders- 
ville jail, ate a hearty breakfast this morning, 
and when he reached Wrightsville was 
placed in jail, where he was visited by several 
friends; his brothers and Tae Corstirerion 
reporter, to whom he freely conversed. He 
said he was satisfied as to his future, having 
rested his soul with God. Price would not 
directly admit that he killed Perry, but vir- 
tually confessed it, saying what he did 
he felt his conscience and heart 
approved, and the deed was prompted by self- 
detense to protect his family from death at 
Perry’s hands, and his house from destraction 
by fire. Price said the only dread he had in 
dying was leaying his helpless wife and five 
children, who are poverty stricken. Price’s 
aged brothers wept sorely over him in jail to- 
day, the gray heads making a truly affecting 

ricture. He begged his brothers to have his 
fads decently buried in the old family burial 
greund—ten miles distant from Wrightsville, 
and three miles from the late home of Price 
and the scene of the recent tragedy. Price’s 
wife constantly visited him in Sandersville 
jail, but he hei wok seen her since Wednesday 
last. 

WIFE AND DAUGHTER ABSENT. 

She nor his daughter, about whom the kill- 
ing of Perry originated, were in Wrightsville 
at the hanging. Powell, thé paramour of 
Price’s daughter, and the former wife of Perry, 
whom Powell married atthe last September 
term of Johnson court to escape 
prosecution for fornication, na whieh 
ceremopy was performed in open 
court in the presence of Warren Price, a fow 
minutes before he received his death sentence, 
was notin Wrightsville to-day, although he 
was present last month when it was expected 
that Price would hang.Two different preachers 
prayed with Price in his cell shortly be- 
fore going to the gallows, where he became 
very much effected. Price ate dinner in the 
jai), then announced himeelf 

READY FOR EXECUTION. 

His general manner was calm and his 
movements steady. He had been suffering 
several weeks with neuralgia. He said he 
would rather die than be confined in jail any 
longer. Ile did not desire the death sentence 
commuted to life imprisonment, At 2 o’clock 
l’rice was escorted to the buggy by the sheriff 
aud driven to the gallows, situated on the hill 
uear the schoolhouse, a mile from the court- 
house. He steadily mounted the steps to the 
scaffold, where he bade good-by® to his broth- 
ers and friends. 

ON THE GALLOWS. 

The hymn, “There is a Fountain Filled 
with Blood,” was sung by the crowd. Rev. 
Norris, rimitive Baptist preacher, of which 
aith Price himself had been a confessed be- 
liever for 22 years, offered a feeling prayer on 
the gallows, which received responsive amens 
from the spectators. Price then made a 
rambling talk. He announced his 
faith in the redemption of his soul, and coun- 
eelled his hearers to refrain from wickeduess 
and meet him beyond the skies. He made no 
econfeesion whatever of the murder. 

THE ROPE CUT. 

At three o’clock Sheriff Burns cut the rope, 
and Price’s soul was launched into 
eternity. He had a five feet 
drop. His neck was broken 
and- he died instantly without a struggle. No 
murcle was seen to move. His body was 
taken down, placed in a wagon, carried to 
Price’s late home, and will be buried to- 
morrow. 

THE GOSSIP OF 

The weather was in keeping with the 
banging, a constant drizzling rain. Much 
syuipatby has been expressed for old man 
Price, and as he stood on the gallows his 
white locks and long gray beard floating in 
the wind, many thought Mandal 
Powell, the man who debauched 
Price’s daughter, and drove 
Romanus H. Perry to his doom, should be 
standing in Warren Price’s place, and made to 
suffer this fate. Itis the opinion of all that 
Powell and Price’s daughter instigated Price 
to kill his son-in-law, Perry. They are mor- 
ally more guilty than was Price. 

Price’s conversation to-day was rambling. 
Price is the first man ever hanged ia 
Jobnson county. Sheriff Burns 
performed the execution perfectly. 
Perry’s father, a very old man, sat very 
near the gallows, intently watching every 
movement of the man who killed his son. 
After the drop fell and Price hanged ten 
minutes, Perry got up, walked off, opparenny 
satisfied that his son’s murder been 
avenged. Price had his life written while 
in Sandersville jail, and sold it for ten dollars 
for publication in the Sandersville Mercury 
after his death. 


THE DAY. 


The Story of His Crime. 

Warren Price was one oi five brothers who 
liv s in Johnson county, all highly respected 
and past the line of filty years. The five 
broihers are tall, shapely men, with long 
whiskers, whose whitened coils give them a 
marked resemblance tothe pictures of Moses 
on Mount Nebo. Warren Price lived in a 

leasant little home near Wrightsville, where 
his daughter, Mise Jennie, reigned as queen. 
Theugh but fourteen years of age at the time 
the story begins, she was exceedingly 
well developed, being a girl of 
remarkable natural beauty and  yi- 
vecity. This drew to her feet a large number 
of admirers from among the best young gen- 
tlemen of the country. Two of these—Mr. 
Manda! lowell and Mr. Romanus F. Perry— 
were looked upon‘as the favorites, and in favor 
of their claims all other suitors withdrew. 
Powell met the approbation of the girl’s par- 
ents, who used every persuasion to induce her 
to turn a willing ear to his suit. Miss Jennie, 
however, gave her affections to Perry, and the 
day for their marriage was finally set. 

THE YOUNG HUSBAND'S HAPPY HOME, 

On the 12th of Jamuary, 1882, the fifteenth 
birthday of the bride, eg ated parry pd 
vows. the old oe ie cat 
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Nandal Powell as an invited guest. “‘Nover 
mind,” said the child-wife to her husband, 
‘fit is only for to-day. To-morrow we will be 
by ourselves.” The next day the young 
couple were established in their cosy little 
home, about five miles distant. The you 
husband had taken every pains to have i 
fitted up in a style of elegance unusual in 
that country, as 3 token of love for his bride. 
Among other surprises which met her there 
was an organ, upon which shé was an expert’ 
performer. For six months the husband en- 
joyed a dream of happiness such as fall to but 
few. His lotwas anenvied one. One day, 
however, he was told that Mandal Powell, his 
old rival, had been seen entering his house. 
He indignantly denied the statement and 
knocked his informant down. On his way 
home, however, the thought kept uppermost 
in his mind, notwithstanding his offerte to re- 
omy it. When he reached home his wife met 

im at the gate with a wafm kiss, and all 
thought of infidelity disappeared. During the 
evening he mentioned Powell’s name; when, 
for the first time, his wife flew intoan unac- 
countable pane accusing her husband of 
unreasonable jealousy. A few tears, a few 
kisses, and the pair were happy in each 
other’s love again. . 

DESERTED BY BIS WIFE. 

With a light heart, Mr. Perry set out next 
morning ona business trip to Wrightsville. 
Abcut five that evening he returned, but was 
surprised that his wife did not meet him at 
the gate. On entering the house all was still 
and he felt a death chill comeover him. Ona 
the lid of the organ hesaw a note, which, 
tearing open wildly, he read as follows: 

‘‘Romanus—I have gone home. You watch me 
too Closely. I will never live with you . 
Good bye forever. J&NNtig,"" 

Fora moment he stood as one distracted. 
Why his wife should have treated him thus 
was a mystery. Acolored servant told him 
that Mrs. Price- had come and- taken her 
daughter away. The crazed husband went to 
the house of his father-in-law, but was ordered 
away. Subsequently the word came to him 
that Mandal Poweil, his hated rrval, was liv- 
ing with Jennie with all the privileges of a 
husband and with the fall sanction and ap- 
proval of the girl’s parents. Indeed, it was 
ior this purpose that they had stolen her from 
the home of her husband. 

MURDERED BY HIS FATHER-IN-LAW. 

The night of the 27th ef August, 1882, was 
bright and clear, Perry walked up and down 
the road which ran past his deserted home in 
gloomy meditation. At last muttering to him- 
self that he must at least see his wife once 
mere, he started out for the Trice residence. 
When he approached the house, his father-in- 
law, a8 if in waiting for him, was standing at 
the front door with ashotgun. As soon as he 
recognized who was coming he commanded 
him to desist, Perry continued te 
advance. Quick as thought Mr. Price brought 
his gun to his shoulder and fired. Perry fell 
with a groan, and by the time the inmates of 
the house had rushed to him he was dead. 
Standing in a loving attitude, looking at the 
dead man, was the guilty wife and her para- 
mour. The crime created an unbounded sen- 
sation. The position of the families, the scan- 
dalous connivance of a father and mother with 
their daughter’s shame, the age and venerable 
appearance of the murderer, all conspired to 
give interest to the tragedy. 

CONVICTED AND SENTENCED TO DEATH. 

Price was arrested and tried before the 
March term, 1883, of Johnson superior court. 
He had among his counsel some of the most 
eminent lawyers of the state. Ie entered up- 
on his trial surrounded by his four brothers. 
The appearance of the five men, with their 
flowing white beards, was most striking. The 
ig on all points was clear and conelusives 

he prisoner sat listening to the evidence with 
the utmost indifference. Only once did he 
change countenance. When the suit of 
clothes in which his son-in-law was murdered, 
beemeared with blood, was. held up before 
the jury, Price looked upon it 
a moment, and then turned 
away his face witha sickening smile. The 
case given to the jury, he was speedily found 
guilty and sentenced to death. An appeal on 
points of law was teken to the supreme court, 
where the decision ofthe court below was af- 
firmed. On the 25d of September he was ta- 
ken from Sandersville jail, where he had been 
confined, to Johnson county, to be resentenc- 
ed. As there had been rumors of a plot to 
capture Price, whether for purpose of rescue 
or of 'ynching, was uncertain, a heavy guard 
accompanied him across the country. He 
was accordingly sentenced to be executed on 
Friday, the 14th day of November, 1854. 

THE SEQUEL TO THR TRAGEDY. 

Mrs. Perry, the beautiful child-bride of two 
years ago, is now a coarse looking woman of 
large build and unpleasant face. Indictments 
for unlawful cohabitation were found against 
her and her paramour, Mandal Powell. No 
sooner had the judge pronounced sentence of 
death against the father for the murder of his 
son-in-law, ‘th the case of the state 
against Mandal Powell for fornication 
was called. The futy wretch whose crime 
has laid a husband in the grave, dishonored 
the wife, and brought an old man. to the gal- 
lows, taking advantage of the provision of law 
which permits the settlement of such cases by 
marriage, announced that Mrs. Perry and he 
were prepared to become man and wife. The

THE BANKRUPICY BILL. 

ihe bankrupt bill before the house of rep- 
resentatives is the bill that was passed by the 
senate last winter. It had previously been 
known asthe Lowell bill, taking its name 
from its chiefframer, a Massachusetts man. 
\ nder its provisions a bankrupt or his credi- 
tors can institnte proceedings in every con- 
grecsional district instead of going to the seat 
of the United States district court, which was 
necessary under the old law, and was in 
many casesa great hardship. The commis- 
sioner of bankruptcy, before whom the pro- 
ceedings may be begun, has all the powefs of 
@ master in chancery. IJlis compensation is 
fixed at $2,000 a year, but may be increased 
by order ofthe court not-to exceed $3,000. 
There isto be asupervisor for every state, 
whose business it is to inspect the commis- 
sioners’ offices and to instruct the clerks, 
trustees, and other persons engaged in a‘- 
ministering the law; his compensation is also 
limited to $3,000 a year. The fees provided 
are 350 for the application, one per cent of 
the fullamount realized on the assets, and 
qne-half of one per cent on any composition 
of indebtedness, As all these fees are paid 
into court tobe transferred to the United 
“tates treasury, they offer the oflicers no in- 
ducement for partiality or delay. Speedy 
liquidation is also facilitated by giving the 
(nited States circuit court final jurisdiction 
of all yuestions of law. The exemptions are 
coniined to the necessary family wearing ap- 
pareland such property as is exempt from 
attachment under United Statesand state 
laws. ’ 

Undoubtedly the pending billisa great 
imprevement over the old law, which was 
simply an act to benefit lawyers and officials 
at theexpense of creditors. “ogreat were 
the abuses under the o]d law that a man able 
to pay seventy-five cents on the dollar could 
compromise for twenty-iive or thirty-three 
cents, because it was known the ring of re- 
eeiyers and other court officials would not 
let more than a small percentage of the as- 
sete slip through their fingers, The public 
finally got tired of the grand swindle, and 
the lew was repealed, leaving so obnoxious a 
taste behind thgtthe people haye not yet 
bronght themselyes upto a clear and em- 
phatic demand ior another law.

be clear that the act isas simple and justand 
economical as the business of the country 
admits of, before it is made law. It should 
secure the best possible results for both cred- 
itor and debtor, and it shouldshow no fayor 
to the professional or official class. The ob- 
ject of such a law is not fees or delay, or 
emoluments of any kind. In the old law 
the true object of a bankrupt law was whol- 
ly lost sight of in the eagerness to enlarge the 
official class and to fill the pockets of the 
lawyers who handled bankruptcy cases. 
Thelawnow before the house should be 
carefully scrutinized before passage. The 
country outside of the eastern cities is not 
vociferously demanding its - passage. 
On the face of the bill it 
seems to render it easy to turn a 
plain debt and plain assets into an intricate 
and long-winded. judicial proceeding; for it 
gives any party a right to carry a given case 
to the circuit court of the Wnited States, 
Fortunately no appeal is allowed to the 
i'nited States supreme court. It may be the 
very best bill that can be devised; but the 
house should not pass it untilall unnecessary 
intricacies are thrown out-of it, until provis- 
ions are inserted bringing the cost of proceed- 
ings to the lowest possible point, and it is 
made clear that both creditor and debtor 
would fare better than they now do under 
state laws. The people of Georgia want no 
repetition of the rascalities of the old law, 
and really no new law unless if is the very 
embodiment of justice and simplicity 
and economy in the adjustment of assets and 
liabilities.

THE RAILROADS. 


Items of Interest About the Country’s Thor. 
oughfares. 

Efforts are on foot at Birmingham to induce 
the Alabama Great Southern, Georgia Pacitic 
and Louisville and Nashville railroads to allow 
passengers to ani from the exposition a lay 
over at that city for forty-four honr, 


' The Cincinnati Southern train yesterday 
brought in two new boudoir cars to run be- 
tween Atlanta and New Orleans on the new 
train to go on Sunday via the Georgia Pacific 
and Alabama Great Southern railroads. It 
will be the fastest train run in the south, 
meking only seyen stops from Atlanta to New 
Orieans, a distance of nearly 700 miles. 

Onand after to-morrow the Queen and 
Crescent route will run solid trains between 
Atlanta and New Orleans, via 
the Georgia Pacific and Birmingham. 
The equipment of these trains will embrace 
new and juxuricous Mann’s boudoir cars and 
new first-class day coaches, running without 
change, leaving Atlanta at 1:30 p. m. and 
arriving in New Orleans at 7 o’clock the 
following morning. 

The track of the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad system is rapidly being 
put in a first class condition, and one that will 
compare favorably with any road in the south. 
During the past year a great deal of substan- 
tial improvement has been made on every 
division of the system. A large force of hands 
is now laying steel track on the Brunswick 
division, which will be a great improvement.
